Washington—(XP)—Seeking to fore 


stall what it said would mean "con- 
tinuous, permanent unemployment,' 
the American Federation of Labor's 
executive council is asking workers 
to resist wage reduction "to the full- 
est extent." 


In a study of joblessness, the coun- 


cil announced, it found "an attem'pt 
which apparently certain banking in- 
terests and certain "employers are 
making to bring about a general re- 
duction in wages." 


"As usual," said the organization's 


formal statement yesterday, "labor 
must be depended upon to save the 
situation and i revent the further im- 
position of injustice. Fpr this reason 
the executive council calls upon la- 
bor, 
organized and unorganized, to 


resist wage reductions. 


"The executive council proposes to 


appeal to the workers to stand form- 
ly in opposition to wage reductions. 
The council will urge working men 
and women, both organized and 'un- 
organized to resist to the fullest ex- 
tent any and all attempts to reduce 
wages and lower American 
living 


standai-ds. . . . The council is inspir- 
ed by a firm conviction that it is only 
a step from reductions in wages to 
continuous, permanent 
unemploy- 
ment." 


Cites Hoover Conference 


A wage cutting policy, the council 


held, "constitutes a public violations 
of the understanding reached" in a 
conference of industrial and 
labor 


leaders with President Hoover. After 
such a conference in 192D it was an- 
nounced that the industrialists had 
pledged themselves not to initiate 
any movement for wage reduction. It 
was said recently at the White House 
that the president was-pleased that 
pay levels had been maintained dur- 
ing the depression. 


The labor council asserted that an 


apparent move to war 3 lower •wages 
"is indefensible both from an ethical 
and economic'" viewpoint. 


"There are strong indications that 


we arc facing- a third winter of dis- 
tressing unemployment," the council 
forecast, adding that despite a de 
creasing earning power "a number of 
employers are attempting to furth- 
er reduce the purchasing power 
through the imposition of wage re- 
duclioiib. 


The statement referred particularly 


to pay cuts it said had been announc- 
ed by the Goodyear Tire and "Rubber 
company, and the E. F. Goodrich 
Rubber company. 


"How these industries can find a 


market for their products if the buy- 
ing power of the people is still fur- 
ther lowered is 
difficult to 
under- 
stand," the council added. 


"Everyone knows that what wo 


need is a restoration of buying pow- 
er and the preservation of the Amer- 
ican standai-d of living. 


"Apparently, those employers who 


would attempt to enforce reductions 
in wages think only in terms of "n- 
creased production. 
The executive 


council of the American Federation 
of Labor .... firmly believes that 
the wage cutting policy urged by cer- 
tain banking interests and 
certain 
employers 
stopped."

Mrs. Larsh, born in Detroit 
was not taught to read and write by 
her native city and state. She mar- 
ried a Canadian in 1917, losing her 
United States citizenship. Her hus- 
band died'about 6 months ago, leav- 
ing her and the four girls, the oldest 
11 years old, destitute.

THE GANGSTER ALIBI 


The trial of James Kane last jveek at 


Milwaukep for, bank robbery displayed 
features quite typical of the trial of 
professional thugs. 


Most of our bank robberies are cai e- 


fully planned, at least as carefully as 
the limited mentalities of" gangsters 
will permit. Anyway the attempt is 
made to take care of all the fine details 
and only a drunken or dumbbell crim- 


• inal exposes himself to the greater risk 


of capture and conviction that attends 
a lack of preparation. 


The criminal first asks himself— 


•what is to be my defense in case of 
capture? The alibi must be established 
in^advance of the crime to prove that 
the criminal was hundreds of miles 
away at the hour of hold-up. The set- 
tlement of the details of the alibi stim- 
ulates the criminal in. the commission 
of his offense. He feels safe in going 
ahead." An" air-tight and water-proof 
alibi is the first consideiation of the 
malefactor. 


On former occasions the criminal 


made a connection^with a dishonest - 
hotelkeeper who permitted him to reg- 
ister his name on a reserved space 
among other guests as proof that he 
•was at that particular hotel'when he 
was not. That alibi was tried here- 
abouts but-did not succeed. Its gen- 
eral failure elsewhere compelled its 
abandonment. 


The popular set-up nowada} s in- 


cludes a smiling and gracious appear- 
ance of the criminal, usually 011 the 
day before that set for the Qommissioii 
of an offense.' He exposes himself to 
the admiring gaze of all acquaintances, 
some, of whom may be considered re- 
spectable, and, also" by design, places 
himself in a conspicuous position be- 
fore strangers whose names aie ascer- 
tained by confederates. 


The line of reasoning is that if he 


can get away from the crime and es- 
cape detection for a few weeks, or the 
'trial and show-up can be defeired long 
enough for men's memories to become 
tincertain, those who have seen him on 
his show-off day can be persuaded, 
honestly or otherwise, but mostly the 
latter, to insist that day was the day 
of the crime. 


The extent to which apparently de- 


cent people will lend themselves as 
cogs in a criminal machine was dis- 
played at the Milwaukee trial. And 
then there was the testimony of one 
Maravitz who, in order to bring fur-, 
ther respectability to his testimony, 
asserted from the stand that he was 
assistant chief game warden of north- 
ern Minnesota, although a telegram 
to the Minnesota authorities .brought 
the response that they had nev-sr heard 
of him, and resulted in his arrest for 
perjury. 


It now appears ^that Maravitz is but 


an alias and other criminal shadows 
are creeping over him, indicating that 
crime has become 
organized'to-the 


point of producing and tiaining its own 
witnesses. 


In many respects, however, gang- 


sters still sho^v an utter inability to do 
rational thinking. Some of the expla- 
nations given in the Kane trial were 
not only stupid but downright'dumb. 
But then if gangsters weien't dumb 
they wouldn't be gangsters. 


The conviction of Kane is cumula- 


tive evidence of what'"Wisconsin jur- 
ies do to criminals, if and -when, de- 
spite-blundering of the state, they are 
-caught. . 


;' 
THE FOOD INDUSTRY 


' As the depression continues to af- 
fect business conditions- generally, it 
becomes increasingly,evident that food 
manufacturers, 'and those companies 
closely allied with that industry, are 
an outstanding exception with respect 
to stability of earnings. 


A recently compiled list of 467 com- 


panies of miscellaneous industries pay- 
ing common cash dividends on January 
1. 1930 discloses that 7.5 per cent have 
increased dh idcnds, 21.8 per cent have 
reduced dividends, and 20.9 per cent 


have omitted payments. Of 31 food 
companies, however, 32 per cent in- 
creased dividends, 7 per cent were low- 
ered, and none passed their payments. 
Quarterly statements for 1931 as com- 
pared to the same period last year for 
900 industrials showed a decline in 
earnings of 39.6 per cent; for 35 food 
companies the decline was only 6 3 per 
cent. 


Approximately one-quarter of the 


national income is expended for retail 
food. There may be variations in de- 
mand as between less or more expen- 
sive products, but the total amount of 
food consumption remains about the 
same. 


The food manufacturers are advan- 


tageously situated in that mass pro- 
duction and highly efficient distribu- 
tion facilities enable them to operate 
in a period of declining prices without 
much decrease in their margin of profit. 


The public demand for food is more 


or less stable. Standards of living will 
be lowered in many other ways before 
the bounties of the table are curtailed. 
One will deny himself many things 
with equanimity, "but to deprive his 
stomach of its usual ration is a matter 
for serious consideration. 


A FREE PRESS 


The Wisconsin supreme court in up- 


holding the circuit court of Milwaukee 
county which declined to issue an in- 
junction prohibiting a small newspa- 
per published in one of the Milwaukee 
suburbs'-from inciting people to vio- 
lence against the stieet car company, 
made a very accurate appraisal of the 
whole case. 


Publishing a letter, as did this news- 


paper, from an angry citizen who urged 
others to refuse payment of the pre- 
vailing fare and offer resistance to its 


• collection or expulsion from the car, 
was seized upon by the utility as the 
proper cause for a suit in which it 
prayed icdress in damages and a re- 
stiaming ordei against further similar 
publications. 


Justice Owen, writing the court's 


opinion, declared that "light and trivial 
causes do not justify judicial restraint 
upon the press." He might properly, 
although pei haps unjudiciously, have 
told the utility not' to choke itself over 
a crumb. 
' 
, 


The right of a'free'press, coexten- 


sive with the right of free speech, is 
a particularly treasuied belonging in 
a free goveinment. Of course, also 
like free speech, the privilege may be 
abused, but there are few crimes com- 
mitted in its name in compai ison to its 
cleansing effect upon eveiy featuie o~f 
government and each essential right of 
the people. 


Only when the abuse is clear, fla- 


grant and substantial in its injury to 
individuals, should its hand be halted.

and chaos of its acts. 


In the meantime, the Ro>al Society for the 


Protection of Birds is zealous in its humane tafek 
Last year, for instance. Its timely intervention 
saved from destruction by fire the last remaining 
Biitlsh haunt of the gannet on a Pembrokeshire 
isle. That fire was btaited by a thoughtless picnic 
party, and well illustrates the need of educating 
the average citizen up to a sense of his civilized

Peace and questions 


of taxation were the chief Interests 
of Rep. James A. Frear of Hudson 
during the final session of the 71st 
Congress. 


•. In. addition to the measures Intro 
fluced in the first and second sessions 
Rep. Frear introduced four measures 
In the final session, two concerned 
with peace and two with internal 
revenue. There was no action on any 
of them, nor on any of the six meas- 
ures Introduced in the first two ses- 
sions. 


One of the new measures proposed 


an amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States providing that Con- 
gress shall have power to declai e war 
only after the proposition shall have 
been submitted by the President to 
the several states and a majority of 
the states, at general or special elec- 
tion* called by the governors, shall 
have approved It. 
The proposed 


amendment provided that it should 
not bo construed to prevent 
the 


President from using the Army and 
Navy to suppress Insurrections and 
to repel invasions. It further provid- 
ed that conscription should be used 
only to obtain men for service on the 
American continent and In no other 
place. 


Sought Conference 


The other peace measure was a 


joint resolution authorizing the Pres- 
ident to call a conference of foreign 
governments who have signed the 
•Kellogg peace pact to make agree 
ments on five points: 


1. Not to permit any public or pri- 


Tate agencies to render military or 
aiaval aid to belligerents by selling 
them ships, munitions, or other war 
supplies, or by giving or lending 
them money or property; 


2. To submit the question of declar- 


ing war to votes of their peoples 
where the people are enfranchised, 
except to repel invasion; 


3. To stop all' military enlistments 


or "assembling of new bodies of 
armed men" for a year except to re- 
pel Invasion; 


4. To stop all naval building for 
one year; 


5. To take up other measures for 


Jjarrjmg out the Kellogg peace pact. 
'As has been said, there was no Ac- 


tion on this, but Rep. Fread spoke 
on it and likewise spoke against na- 
val appropriations, and against the 
S 30,000,000 modernization of three 
battleships. 


Rep. Frear introduced a bill to re. 
dues the interest rate on loans on war 
loans on war veterans bonus loans 
to 4 per cent, but there was no ac- 
tion on it. He also introduced a reso- 
lution providing a surtax on net In- 
comes in excess of J10.000, the rates 
being graduated upward for higher 
incomes, to finance the veterans' 
loans. There was no action in It. 


In the first session, he introduced 


two measures concerned with the su- 
gar tariff, one proposing a bounty on 


sugar produced in this country -with- 
out the aid of child labor and the 
other calling for an investigation of 
the sugar industry. 


No Action 


There was no action on cither of 


these measures. 


He also introduced a resolution and 


two bills concerned with finances and 
taxes In the District of Columbia, one 
calling for an investigation to deter- 
mine the. proper income and inherit- 
ance taxes for the National Capital, 
and the other- two establishing in- 
come and inheritance taxes for the 
residents of the District. "While no 
action was had on any of these, an 
investigation of.,the proper fiscal re- 
lation between the federal 
govern- 


ment and the District government 
was ordered, and Rep. Frear was ap- 
pointed by the late Speaker 
Long- 


worth to the special committee mak- 
ing the investigation. 


The only measure, except private 


pension bills 3 ever passed separately 
but included in omnibus pension bills 
which Rep. Frear introduced and 
which was passed during the 71st 
Congress was a bill authorizing the 
toll highway bridge across the Mis- 
sissippi river at Alma.

year. 
After this budget has been 


approved by the school board, the 
common council would be compelled 
to spread the amount so certified 
upon the tax roll, and would not 
have the privilege of decreasing it. 


•With Appleton's last assessment 


• totalling about §33,000,000. the local 


school system, upon the basis of this 
.bill, could prepare a budget of-?495,- 


000. At present the school tax rate 
is .01345, compared to a city tax 
rate of .00915. Last year the school 
tax levy was ?365,000.

taxes in cities are at the present 
time much higher than the city tax- 
es for all other purposes, the League 
of "Wisconsin Municipalities bulle- 
tin protests the amendment, feeling 
that it is very undesirable to permit 
school boards to further increase the 
expenditures for school purposes.

stalt developed on Monday as a se- 
quel of the taking over of a large 
Austrian bank with extensive "frozen 
credits" a year ago, is likely

Vienna for a foreign loan.

program In which Austria, Germany 
and Italy are now concerned. 


Issued Large Loans
